TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


No more meritorious appeal will be made 
to the general assembly now in session than 
that im behalf of the common schools and 
of the institutions of higher learning in 
the state, which are comprised under the 
head of the University of Georgia and its 
branches, including the University of Geor- 
gia proper, the Georgia School of Technol- 
ogy, the State Normal school at Athens, 
the Georgia Norma! and Industrial college, 
the North Georgia Agricultural college, the 
Georgia Medical college, the State College 
of Agriculture, the South Georgia Normal 
college and the Georgia Industrial School 
for Colored Youths. It will be seen that 
this list comprises all of the leading institu- 
tions of broader education which are under 
control and direction of the state. 

As to the common schools, it is the duty 
of the general assembly to go the limit in 
their behalf. 

The university and all its branches—nine 
institutions—will ask for a total of only 


$47,500 more than has been given them an- 
nually by the state for the last two or 
more years, an average increase of scarcely 
more than $5,000 each.

Three Southern Planters. 


(From Collier’s Weekly.) 

Frank Johnson of the flat region of South 
Carolina raises six hundred bales of cotton 
annually on as many acres Hie employs an 
expert to direct his negro laborers and 
“dopes” his land with twenty-five dollars’ 
worth of commercial fertilizer to the acre. 
When cotton. fetches twelve pound, 
he makes a “killing; when the price drops 
to seven cents, he goes broke 

Jim Brown, another cotton grower, lives 
on a rented farm, knows little, and has little 
except leisure. He raises a scanty crop on 
supplies advanced by a lien merchant. Ina 
year he “pays out’ and has a little 
money for Christmas In a bad vear he has 
what the lien merchant does not take. The 
nonresident landlord has a first lien for rent 
cotton, and, as a rule, gets it. 

But no lien merchant or nonresident land- 
pesters James Sheppard, who lives in 
hill country Sheppard had _ forty-five 
pales of the 1913 crop when the war news 
reached him last August, and fifty more in 
the field to pick “| refused thirteen and a 
half cents for my old cotton last July,’ he 
aaid, “but I'm not going to worry much. IT 
guess I'll hold both crops till the price goes 
up again. I don't owe the bank anvthing, 
and 1 have plenty of corn, potatoes, fodder, 
hogs and poultry.” 

The group Sheppard represents, 
very amall, reduced their cotton crops this 
year because common sense dictated it; the 
Frank Johnson class did so because their 
bank and fertilizer credit was restricted, and 
the poor class of tenants because lien credit 
was skimplier.

able crop, will continue to raise it; but they 
are learning that one-crop production means

cannot compete on a large scale with the 
wheat growers of Minnesota, wheat raised 
as a by-product is nearly all profit. Diverst- 
fied farming calls for diversified tnforma- 
tion, and that is something ignorant people 
can't buy even from a lien merchant Cli- 
mate, soil and all other resources in the 
south, as in the north, the east, and the 
west, are diversified, but resourcefulness is 
not. Diversify knowledge and the crops will 
diversify themselves,

War Orders and Overcapitalization. 
(From The Wall Street Journal.) 

Warnings regarding the over-estimation 
of the profits our manufacturers are realiz- 
ing from ‘‘war” are in order! But 
when such warnings are issued while a boom 
kind fa in progress, they are usually 
ascribed to a constitutional pessimism or 
conservatiam, or even, in some cases, to the 
self-interest of those issuing them 
Intirely removed from such 

the words of Professor ai aie) ae 
man. written a decade ago, when the wo! 
was at peace Much of the thought is no 
new. but at this particular time the message 
seems prophetic: 

“a period of good times may be Initiated 
by large orders for some particular business 

_due, for instance, to a new navy progra:m, 

to internal tmprovements, to a wWwar-or to 
anv other large demand. Prices rise in that 
business, production increases, the move 
ment spreads to other lines, and the new 
enterprises are financed by) loans from the 
banks or by the sale of securities on a 
capitalization proportionate to the antic! 
pated earnings. The psychological charac- 
ter of these credit transactions is such, as 
we have seen, that the capitalization will 
inevitably be put too high The hoped for 
earnings do not come in any amount suffi- 
cient to justify the investment It hecomes 
necessary to reduce the capitalization to Its 
true market value on the basis of actual 
earnings. This process of readjustment of 
overcapitalized values necessarily involves 
loss: but readjustment there must ee 
the realization of its necessity is sudden, we 
have a cfisie or panic; if it can be browe«ht 
about gmraduafly. we have a process of liqu!- 
dation.” 

The process of overecapitaligation has not 
gone far, as yet. It is suffering a temporary 
check from the fear of our participation in 
the conflict. But if this fear happily blows 
over. and If the pace at which America con- 
tinues to fill European orders increases at 
the rate obtaining up to the present, over- 
capitalization will become a real danger. It 
ia well that we begin thinking of this now. 
We have a profligate way of doing our

London, June 26.—The battle of the 
| Dniester, which will decide the fate of 
‘the left wing of the Russian army in 
Galicia, sways back and forth along the 
‘river banks, so far without decisive 
| results. The Russians have thrown con- 
| siderable reinforcements into this area, 
| but whether they are planning a se- 
rious offensive or are merely fighting 
stubbornly, preparatory to another re- 
treat, is uncertain. 

| Both sides have lost heavily, General 
|von Linsingen’s right flank and center 
| having been badly cut up when 
‘the Russians threw the Austro-Ger- 
mans back across the river. 


RUSSIAN LINES 
FORTIFIED. 


The Russians have been fortifying 
their lines from the river to the Rus- 
sian frontier, and, with the Austro-Ger- 
man lines of communication lengthen- 
ing daily, the task of forcing the Rus- 
sians eastward becomes more and more 
formidable. Although Berlin claims 
that the Teutonic allies have been forg- 
ing ahead between the Dniester and the 
district which they occupied east of 
Lemberg, the advance lacks the char- 
'actertistics of the impetuous rush 
noticeable In former stages of 
Galician campaign. 

From Petrograd come claims of @ 
victory in a six-day battle along the 
Dneister, all attempts of the Teutons 
,to gain @ foothold on the north bank of 
the river having heen frustrated with 
heavy losses to the attacking troops.

Home Sites of Pioneers. 

Many years ago this/section was occupied by some of the homes of 
pioneers. The two blocks) bounded by Madison avenue, Peters, Forsyth and 
Nelson, streets and by Nelson, Madison avenue, Forsyth and Mitchell streets 
was once the site of the old Inman home. It was the extension of Nelson | 
street through this property and the erection of many fine stores by the late, 
Sam M. Inman that did mpre than any other factor to develop the “Terminal 
Section.” 

Qf course, it was the building of the Terminal Station that brought about 
the wonderful change in/that part of the city. No sooner had it become 
known that the new Terminal Station was to be built on its present site than 
real estate on surrounding blocks jumped up in values. A few of the wise 
ones had secured options And some well authenticated stories have been told 
about small fortunes havihg been made. 

Before Developments Began. 

Before the Terminal |Station was built Madison avenue was Known as 
Thompson street and it Was scarcely more than a back alley filled with old 
shacks and inhabited by worthless whites and negroes. Alabama street from 
Forsyth to Madison avenme was not much better. Forsyth street between 
Hunter and Mitchell was |not considered in the business class. Mitchell be- 

" tween Broad and Madison avenue was occupied by cheap stores and shoddy 
lodging houses. There was no Nelson street between Madison avenue and 
Forsyth street. 

The entire section was outside of the business district and real estate 
values were as low as anywhere in the city. 

Then came the wonderful change. The Terminal Station was built. Im- 
mediately the old structures in that section were torn down and:the erection 
cf large buildings was begun. 

Nosy. where there had been old shacks and vacant lots, there are some 
of. the finest business hbuses in the city, including retail and wholesale 
houses, hotels and manufhctories.

Brtian 
According to reliable accounts, the 
genro, seeking the higher and lasting 
interests of the empire, advocated the 
broad idea that Japan should do noth- 
ing to lose the friendship of the friend- 
lv powers and that self- restraint in- 
~ ad of unrestricted aggression should 
be the basic policy toward China. They 
opposed the sending of an ultimatum 
and offered the suggestion that Baron 
Kato, the foreign minister, should go 
to Pekin and negotiate with President 
Yuan Shi-kai himself. The cabinet 
pointed out the stre ngth of public opin- 
ion in behalf of drastic action in China 
and referred to the fact that it had 
already made big concessions in the 
original demands. In the discussion 
lasting seve days the genro opposed 
the ultimatum and only consented 
thereto when the entire group of artli- 
cles contained in section 6 of the origi- 
nal demands were abandoned. Their 
belief was that owing to those condi- 
tions China would find no difficulty in 
accepting. They are reported as insist- 
ing that excessive demands by the Jap- 
anese at a time when Europe was at 
war would be interpreted by the world 
taking advantage of that war. 
The Asahi quotes a genro as saying 
that if Japan was suspected of tyraniz- 
ing over the weak she would never be 
able to win the confidence of the peo- 
ple at home or of the nations abroad. 
Whatever may have gone on in secret 
in the conference between the cabmet 
and the genro, harmony was poached 
at last and war was averted. 
Advocates of a ore constitutional 
regime in Japan openly attack the 
genro. While admitting that. their 
counsel may be wise they claim that 
their influence is'a stumbling block 
to constitutional progress. ‘The minis- 
ters are above the genro,” said the 
Asahi, “and the genro should not con- 
sider that they are ee on the heads 
of the ministry. ll go a step 
further and advocate a complete aboll-

Army Officers Resign to Work 
for Private Manufacturers 
at High Salaries. 


Washington, June 26.—0Offers of big 
salaries to expert ordnance officers of 
the army by private manufacturers of 
war munitions have created such a 
serious problem in the war department 
that Secretary Garrison called on 
Attorney General Gregory for an 
opinion as to whether an army officer 
has an “inalienable right” to resign 
his commission in time of peace. 
Four such resignations hate been 
accepted, but two others recently ten- 
dered are being held wp pending the 
attorney general’s decision/ and the 
formulation of a general policy by the 
department. Ordinarily this question, 
frequently raised in the navy:-as a 
sult of offers from shipbuilding com- 
panies to young constructors, gives the 
army little trouble.
